A BY-LAW 

Ju  relation  to  the  time  for  takiia/  t}a‘  Assessment  for  the 
Year  1885. 

WHEREA.S,  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  jiassed  in  the 
forty-fourth  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  Alajesty  yueen 
Victoria,  entitled  the  “Municijiality  Act,  1881,”  and 
amending  Acts,  the  Council  is  authorized  to  pass  By- 
Laws  to  lix  the  time  for  making  the  Assessment  in 
the  Municipality  and  for  the  return  of  the  Roll  and 
the  revision  thereof,  and  it  is  expedient  so  to  do. 

Therefore,  the  Mayor  and  Council  of  the  Corpora- 
tion of  the  City  of  New  Westminster,  enact  as  follows: 
1.  During  the  present  year  the  As.se.ssment  in  the 
Municipality  sluall  be  made  between  the  first  day  of 
March  and  the  eleventh  day  of  April,  1885. 

2.  The  Assessment  Roll  shall  be  returned  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Municijiality  on  or  before  the  thirteenth 
day  of  April,  1885.
